Market  Summary 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  April  1979 
totaled  62.9  million  pounds.   Deliveries  were 
down  4.4  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  3.0  million  pounds  above  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  April,  56.8  million  pounds  of  pro- 
ducer milk  was  classified  as  Class  I  —  down 
6.7  million  pounds  from  the  previous  month 
and  up  3.1  million  pounds  from  April  1978. 
The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in  Class  I 
was  90.36%  in  April  compared  to  94.42%  the 
previous  month  and  89.65%  a  year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
April  was  $13.12  per  cwt.  —  down  13  cents 
from  March  1979  and  $1.50  above  April  1978. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  53.3  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  April  1979.   Producer  milk 
deliveries  were  up  0.1  million  pounds  from 
March  1979  and  were  up  4.6  million  pounds  from 
April  1978. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  44.6  million  pounds. 
Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  48.9  million 
pounds  in  March  1979  and  42.5  million  pounds 
during  April  a  year  ago.   Class  I  milk  was 
83.69%  of  the  total  producer  milk  during  April 
compared  to  92.09%  last  month  and  87.39%  during 
April  of  last  year. 

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for  April  milk 
was  $13.06,  a  decrease    (Continued  on  page  7) 


Dairy    Situation* 


Supplies  of  milk  and  dairy  products  have 
remained  in  fairly  close  balance  with  use  thus 
far  in  1979.   Milk  output  has  been  close  to  a 
year  earlier,  while  commercial  use  has  con- 
tinued last  year' s  strong  expansion.   Light 
seasonal  purchases  under  the  price  support 
program  were  made  after  the  April  1  adjustment 
brought  the  support  price  up  to  the  first- 
quarter  market  prices. 

During  the  rest  of  1979,  milk  output 
probably  will  remain  near  1978  levels,  while 
growth  in  commercial  use  is  expected  to  slow. 
Surplus  removals  probably  will  be  small,  es- 
pecially since  this  spring' s  seasonal  re- 
building of  commercial  stocks  likely  will 
absorb  more  than  typical  quantities.   Prices 
are  expected  to  remain  near  support  levels 
this  spring  and  to  move  above  this  summer. 
But  the  second-half  seasonal  rise  probably 
will  not  exceed  last  year' s  increase — if  the 
spring  rebuilding  of  commercial  stocks  is  as 
large  as  expected. 

Milk  production  in  April  was  barely 
smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  after  a  first- 
quarter  rise  of  about  one-half  percent. 
Milk  cow  numbers  have  dropped  sharply  since 
the  start  of  1979.   In  April,  the  number  of 
milk  cows  was  down  almost  1  percent  from 
January  and  from  a  year  earlier.   Year-to- 
year  gains  in  output  per  cow  were  still 
modest . 

For  the  rest  of  1979,  milk  prices  will 
stay  well  above  last  year  and  milk-feed 
price  relationships  probably  still  will  be 
quite  favorable.   But  this  production 
stimulus  may  be  offset  by  cull  cow  prices

remaining  far  higher  than  a  year 
earlier.   Milk  production  in  1979 
could  total  within  1  percent  of 
the  122  billion  pounds  of  1978. 

With  manufacturing  grade  milk 
prices  slightly  above  the  new 
support  price,  fanners  received  an 
average  $11.60  per  100  pounds  of 
all  milk  in  April,  15  percent 
higher  than  a  year  earlier.   Under 
expected  conditions,  farm  milk 
prices  probably  will  average  14  to 
16  percent  higher  this  year. 

During  the  first  4  months  of 
1979,  cash  receipts  from  dairying 
were  up  a  sixth  from  a  year  earlier, 
surpassing  the  rise  in  production 
costs.   Net  income  to  dairy  enter- 
prices  probably  will  remain  rela- 
tively good  during  the  rest  of 
1979,  and  this  year's  cash  re- 
ceipts could  exceed  $14  1/2  billion. 
Higher  milk  prices  brought  1978 
cash  receipts  to  $12.7  billion,  up 
8  percent  from  the  previous  year. 

Wholesale  prices  of  butter, 
nonfat  dry  milk,  and  barrel  cheese 
rested  lightly  on  support  purchase 
prices  in  mid-May.   Prices  of  Ameri- 
can cheese  in  40-pound  blocks  were 
slightly  above  the  support  purchase 
price. 

Rises  in  retail  milk  and  dairy 
product  prices  probably  will  con- 
tinue to  slow  this  spring,  following 
substantial  increases  since  mid-1978. 
For  all  of  1979,  retail  dairy  prices 
are  expected  to  average  10  to  13 
percent  higher  than  last  year. 

Diversion  of  milk  from  butter- 
powder  operations  to  American  cheese 
plants  had  slowed  greatly  by  April, 
as  output  of  both  products  was  close 
to  the  levels  of  the  past  2  years. 
After  a  January-March  decline  of 
about  2  percent,  supplies  of  milk 
available  for  manufacturing  will 
move  close  to  a  year  ago  if  milk 
production  holds. 

Although  total  commercial  use 
posted  an  almost  3-percent  gain  from 
a  year  earlier  during  January-March, 
the  picutre  for  individual  products 
was  quite  mixed.   Commercial  dis- 
appearance of  butter  was  very  strong, 
other-than-American  cheese  use  was 
slightly  larger  than  January-March 
1978.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  DOWN  2  POINTS 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  2  POINTS 

The  April  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  decreased 
2  points  (1  percent)  to  244  percent  of  its  January-December 
1967  average,  according  to  Che  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Con- 
tributing most  to  the  decrease  since  March  were  lower  prices 
for  hogs,  oranges,  eggs,  lettuce  and  milk.   Higher  prices 
for  cattle,  tomatoes,  and  calves  were  partially  offsetting. 
The  index  was  36  points  (17  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and 
Services,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  for  April  15 
was  245,  up  2  points  (3/4  percent)  from  mid-March.   Higher 
prices  for  feeder  livestock,  fuels  and  energy,  seed ,  building 
and  fencing  materials,  feed  and  family  living  items  accounted 
for  most  of  the  increase.   The  April  index  was  29  points  (13 
percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index 
of  Prices  Paid,  including  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates 
was  100  for  the  month  of  April  1979.   The  ratio  was  down  1 
point  from  the  previous  month  and  up  4  points  from  the  same 
period  a  year  ago.

SOUTHEASTERN  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  66.1  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  April  1979. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month, 
receipts  of  producer  milk  were 
down  10.9  million  pounds  and  0.7 
million  pounds  below  April  1978. 

In  the  April  equalization 
pool,  61.3  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  down  10.2  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was 
0.7  million  pounds  above  April 
1978.   Class  I  milk  was  92.75%  of 
the  total  during  April  compared 
to  92.89%  the  previous  month  and 
90.80%  during  April  of  the  pre- 
vious year. 

The  uniform  price  to  pro- 
ducers under  Order  No.  13  for  April 
milk  was  $13.46  per  cwt.   The 
uniform  price  was  down  4  cents  from 
March  and  was  SI. 55  above  April 
1978. 

PRODUCER  SUfWRY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders ,  396  producers  delivered 
182.3  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to 
438  producers  and  197.4  million 
pounds  during  the  previous  month 
and  370  producers  and  175.4 
million  pounds  during  April  1978. 
Producer  milk  deliveries  in  April 
were  down  7.7%  from  March  and 
were  3.9%  above  April  of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery 
per  producer  was  15,322  pounds 
per  day  for  all  producers  de- 
livering to  plants  under  Federal 
Orders  6,  12  and  13.   The  average 
daily  delivery  per  producer  was 
11,443  pounds  under  Order  No.  6, 
12,940  pounds  under  Order  No.  12 
and  28,934  pounds  under  Order  No.  13.
